This ruaked the fruit Rrower 
and the Board of Supervisors masters o 
the situation if tney care to perform 
their duties, and there ia no reaeon t 
believe that they will not so perform 
them. A commissioner who pats in 
more time^than nece?3ary, cr appoint 
more inspectors than are actually re 
quired, ia just aa readily subject to die 
misaal aa the commissioner who doe 
nothing when hid eervicea are required 


The admitted error ia the new law is 


the clause which fUea earn psmaa turn fo 
commissions re at $1 per day and ueeee 
eary expense?. Tbid ia an unneceaaary 
increase of compensation, bat it wil 
not necesmrily increase the total ovo; 
that created by the old law. Under thf 
latter the far diem was $5 with no al 
lowance fo: eipenee. The average al 
lowance for the expenses of county ofu 
ciala .ia $2.50, which added to the pe 
diem of coommaioners will give them 
$6.50, or an increase of $1.50. Bat, s< 
under the new law tbe commissioners 
will be subject to tUimUaal for putting 
in aaneceaaary time, they can with en- 
tire propriety be so limited in this re 
spect that they will receive less money 
during the year than the old commission 
ere, who could not ba removed for sac! 
cause. For example, the former com 
misaionera patting in mil time wouk 
draw $1560 per annum for their service? 
At the outside limit thera is no neces 
aity for more than seven months service 
which, at the increased per diem, would 
be $1183 a year, or $377 leas than a coni- 
miesioner could dra« under the old law. 
Hence, here ia tbe possibility of a eav- 
IiiX to the county instead of an "enor- 
mous increase." The Supervisors hold 
over tbe commiseiooara tue same power 
to regulate tbe numbsr of 
and limit the time of tboir employ- 
ment. 


In brief, tha nsw Is.*1 gives the enper- 


viaora the power to control 
whi-:h tha/ did not have under the old 
law— a rower which can be ereicised 
to the groat beeeSt of the taxpayers, 
and which will ba so ererciaed aa long 
as the peaple elect faithful repreEenta- 
tifEd to eerve upon that board. 


Tua nu» law also diffaro from the old 


in that it reqnirea that tbe commission- 
era shall be qaaliSe.1 for their duties 
and recommends J for appointment by 
twenty-five horticulturists. Thia is an 
evident improvement. Neither law prc> 
vided for the nnrabsr of inspectors, the 
new act filing compensation at $2.5C 
per day and tha old fixing no amount 
for such purpoje. "With the supervisors 
empowered to remove a commissioner 
fo? eKiravaganca in this or auy other 
particular, the cost of inspection need 
not ariae above the neceaeitipg rf the 
situation. Tho amount to ba paid for tbe 
•wor£ IB not escesaive formea capable oi 
performing it; hence tbe only require- 
ment from ai economical standpoint is 
to properly limit the number of in- 
spectors. 


Altogethor the REPUBLICAN feels cer- 


tain that there is enough of merit in the 
new act to warrant a fair trial before it 
is condemned. 
We believe tbat it can 


be made to operate withoutan increased 
erpense, and with better results to the 
fruit growers than the old law. 


So 'ar aa Senator I'edlar'a regponai- 


bilitr' ia concerned, he aeeieted other 
legislators in fraoiing the law, and 
while it is not in some respects as he de- 
aired to make it, hs considers it the beet 
meagnre that could be secured at the 
time. He deeired, for example, to have 
only one commiEfionei, inatesd of the 
board of three provided by the old law. 
but In this he was opposed by ths repre- 
sentatives from Santa Clara and other 
f ruit growing counties, and had to yield 
to the majority. The law Ja not aa he 
desired to make it, but be believes that 
ita operation will prove ita superiority to 
tbe old act, and tbat it is entitled to a 
trial before it is condemned.

The index to the Congressional Rtcoi 


torn March I5th to March 27th, inclu- 
sive, is a formidabla dncnraent. Al- 
hongh it indexes the operations of but 
twelve working dayu, there are 120 
pages of it. Thia indicatea on tha face 
if it that the honorable Eenutors ami 
epreseatatives must have been quite 
busy during that time, and a closer in- 
pection of the index demonstrates tbat 
he indication ig not misleading. In 
hoee twelve daye 2394 bills and 44 joint 
eEolutiona were introduced in thehonpe 


f representativee, and 1329 bills and 21 
oint resolutions were offered in the een 
ate. The grand total of bills and joint 
esolutioriB introduced in both houses 
wan 378S, or an average oi 316 per day. 
~io it will be recognized that the people's 
eryantain tiie national legislature have 
lot been slothful in business.

Jellie? arn made dutiable at 35 per cent 
ad valorem and pineapples preserved in 
tneir own.juice at 25 per cent ad valorem. 
Tho duty on figs, plums, prunes, raisins 
and other dried grapes ja reduced from 
5M cents per pound to 2 cents, and 
olives in bottles or jara from 25 to 20 
cents per gallon. 


Crapes are made dutiable 20 cents per 
nbic foot instead of 1 cent per pound. 
Orungea end lemons and other citrus 


fruits are placed at 1 cent instead of % 
of a cent as provided in tbe boueo bill.

The speaker stated it to be the opin- 


ion of the club that one of the three men 
appointed commieeioueja should be, a 
scientist, who thoroughly understood 
the nature of insects which injure fruit 
trees. This man should be employed 
throughout the year, and required to 
keep R close watch on the orchards of 
the county. lie thcald have the aaeis:- 
anco of two citizens, who would act as 
commissioners, whose duty it would be 
to see in a general way that the laws 
regarding the protection of trees were 
carried out. -Mr. Warlow stated that if 
desirable the elnb would furnish tho 
board with a liet of names ot capable 
citizens, from whom the two coinmiE- 
fiionere conld be ailected; tbeae would 
all agree beforehand that they would 
not present claims to the county for 
their services ior more than four daya 
in every month.
